Rains Fail to Quench Thirst of Dry Northeast States

east, drenching farm land, flood­

All of New York City’s wide­ 
spread flooding was caused by 
up to tw'o inches of rain in three 
hours. But those heavy am ounts 
faded to as little as .07 inch over 


the city’s upstate w atersheds, 
and officials reported rainfall 22

below norm al from 
Jan. 1 to May 18.

Support is growing in 
Con­ 
gress for this view, chiefly be­ 
cause the United States feels the 
North Atlantic T reaty O rganiza­ 
tion is not pulling its weight in a 
trouble world. 
Am erican strength now is put 
at 215.000 men. plus Air Force, 
in Europe mostly in G erm any. 
The West G erm an governm ent 
has prom ised to spend $1.3 bil­ 
lion on military’ goods and Serv­ 
ices in the United States during 
the two-year period that ends in 
mid-1967.

This is roughly what the U nit­ 
ed States is expected to spend in 
Germ any during the sam e peri­ 
od and the West G erm an pur­ 
chases are to offset any loss in 
gold 
or 
dollars 
to 
the 
U S. 
T reasury 
because of com m it­ 
m ents to W est G et many ’s de­ 
fense. 
The West G erm ans are seri­ 
ously behind in their purchases 
and prospects are that they will 
fall several hundred million dol­ 
lars short of their pledge, offi­ 
cials said. 
Just howf much will be indi­ 
cated in a report Finance Minis­ 
ter Rolf Dehlgruen subm itted to 
E rhard on F riday. The exact 
sum may not be announced be­

from which they agreed to buy

When you think of the next hundred years, you probably envision trips to the moon and to Mara, 
underwater vacation resorts, automated highways, computerized 
households and 
factories,

engineering marvels. 


As The Salvation Army enters its second century, however, its thoughts are quite different. It focuses 
on people in the next hundred years who will continue to face such problems as alcoholism, unwed parent­ 
hood. family conflict, illness and accidents, old age, and the apparent meaningless-ness of life. During 
the coming century, as in the past, they will be able to turn to The Salvation Army for understanding and 
help. 


The Salvation Army was born in the summer of 1865, the child of William Booth, burning with de­ 
termination to bring the glad tidings of the Bible to the wretched slum-dwellers of London, It was not long 
before he realized that practical measures must go hand in hand with preaching if twisted lives were to 
be straightened. Out of this realization came the early emergency shelters for homeless, food depots for 
the hungry, workshops for the jobless and an ever-growing network of specialized services and institu­ 
tions. 


Spanning the globe with operations in 69 countries and geographic areas, The Salvation Army of to­ 
day has 8.650 centers of operation in the United States alone. 


The frightened young girl, overwhelmed by the prospect of bearing a baby out of wedlock, can find 
refuge and the finest medical care at a Salvation Army Maternity Home and hospital, where experienced 
counselors will help her plan wisely for herself and child. 


The skid row outcast, living in a dreary round of cheap booza and filthy flophouses, may come to a 
Harbor Light center for free food and coffee, warm clothes or shoes and encounter an understanding officer 
whose words enkindle a desire for a better life. To men who make a sincere try at sobriety, these Salva­ 
tion Army centers offer in-residence programs which give a man the wholesome living quarters, companion­ 
ship and spiritual support he needs during the difficult, drying out, days that follow. As he progresses, 
he will be helped to obtain an outside job and, when he is ready, aided in finding a place of his own or re­ 
turning to his family. 


Other homeless men, with drinking problems and other difficulties, may turn to The Salvation 
Army’s Men social service centers, where they will find food, lodging, work therapy, spiritual guidance, 
medical attention, recreational facilities, and individual counselling. 
As they sort and repair donated 
materials, they learn or re-establish good work habits and skills, while participating in a varied program 
of social activities helps them gain confidence and develop worthwhile new interests. 


Girls coming to tht big city can live in pleasant, safe surroundings at one of The Salvation A rm y’s 
homes and day nurseries. Others with special needs obtain the skilled attention they require at T h t 
Salvation homes and schools. 


But the heart of the local Salvation Army is the neighborhood Corps opened in 1891 and now located at 
137 King Street, providing religious, educational, and social welfare, programs especially adapted to the 
area it serves. In these less dramatic, but most essential of all. centers, the emphasis is on preventing 
problems by leading ordinary men, women and children to greater fulfillment in their lives. Here, also, 
those confronted with crisis may obtain immediate aid and, when necessary, referral to one of the arm y ’s 
specialized institutions. 


Salvationists also go to those who cannot come to the Army’s centers — to those confined to hospitals, 
nursing homes, or penal institutions, bringing personal gifts, friendship, and hope. When fire or other 
disaster strikes, they are among the first on the scene, with mobile canteens and trained workers. 


During the first hundred years, The Salvation Army has always adapted its methods to the times, 
w hile maintaining its principles. 


As it strides through its second century, its officers may be stationed on mooh bases or in undersea 
cities, but they will still be dedicated to visiting the lonely, comforting the sorrow ful, and loving the 
forsaken.
